But this defeat, under the circumstances, only endeared him to the' peo- 


ple nf Ohio, who elected him Governor by a tremendous majority. He was 
re-elected by a still greater majority, and the whole nation seemed wait- 


ing to do him further honor. 
In 1S96 he was elected President bv an over- 


whelming majority with the largest popular vote ever cast. 


In 1SOO his administration was so eminently 
successful at home 
and 


abroad that .the only question involved in the election was the size of his, 


majority. 
His re-election was a t r i u m p h a n t vindication of the economic 


policies for which he had stood all his life, and was the greatest 
endorse- 


ment of administrative methods ever accorded a President in this Republic.. 


He found the treasury empty nnd he refilled it. 
He found the finances 


deranged and he reformed them and placed them on a sound basis. 


When he entered' office commerce and industry were 
paralyzed,

speedily applied corrective measures, with the result that the country enter- 


ed upon a season of unparalleled prosperity and 
unprecedented

His wisely directed policy brought about the acquisition of new terrtory

The Carpenters' Union of this city, 


otherwise known as the U. B. C. J. A. 
No. 36, stands for the honor of the flag 
of the natiion as well as it does "for fair 
compensation and eight hours as a day 
of labor. 


This was exemplified last night in the 


expulsion from the ranks of this or- 
ganization of a former member named 
Fred Parsons, on the ground that he 
had dishonored the flag of the nation. 


Parsons admitted Ms 
offense 
and 


gloried in it on the ground that he was 
an anarchist, despite the fact that he 
was born and raised in the country 
under whose flag he has been granted 
protection. 


He made his profession before 
the 


Carpenters' Union last night in a man- 
ner, the post/iveness of which there was 
no mistaking.

"I am an Anarchist,' he said. "I 


have no country. 
I, therefore, don't 


want any flag and I have no use for 
any nag. I, therefore, do not want to 
wear the flags of this country or any 
other." 


This brazen enunciation of anarchis- 


tic priciples was made when Parsons 
was 
charged with having torn the 


\mertcan Hags from his 
carpenter's 


Dadge and walked in procession with- 
out the national symbol on his breast 
ike the other members of the union. 


It was known on Labor Day that 


Parsons did not have the flags on his 
radge, a fact which he did not conceal 
rom any of Ms associates. Indeed, to 
orne of those ivho marched with him 
he declared that he had torn the flag 
'rom Ms breast. 


The neu's traveled fast and not a few 


if the carpenters in line were in favor 
if treating Parsons to summary phys- 
cal chastisement for his 
dastardly 


deed. Cooler heads prevail! ed, however, 
ind the matter was continued until last 
night, when the charge, admission and 
expui'.sion took place. 


Some members said they knew Par- 


sons had dishonored the flag by pulling 
the crossed flags from his breast.

"The recent theft of $30,000 worth of 


gold bars from 'the mint in San Fran- 
cisco and the robbery of over a quarter 
of a million, dollars, ailso in gold bars, 
from the Selby. Smelting- Works, neat- 
San Francisco, calls to mind the dis- 
covery of a large but unknown quan- 
tity of g-old in bars in a house which 
was being: demolished in Oakland, just 
across the bay -from San Francisco," 
says a Washington correspondent. 


• "I was engaged in newspaper work 
on the coa.st, at the 'time In Oakland, 
in fact, and I am conversant with the 
particulars fi-orn 
personal knowledge 


though the discovery at -the time ex- 
cited but little loca.l interest and so re- 
ma.rkablc was it -that it was doubled in 
some quarters. 
Subsequently, how- 


ever, the truth was developed. 
The 


gold bars, to an estimated quantity of 
?250,000, were actually found, bu-t 
to 


whom they had originally belonged, or 
by whom they were stolen, is still a 
mystery. As i-t happened about 
ten 


years ago I cannot recall the names of 
the part'ies with accuracy, though 
1 


once knew them, every effort, o£ course 
being made at Ihe time io keep 
the 


•find' a secret. 


"A two-story frame house on Tenth 


street, in Oakland, was -owned and oc- 
cupied by a family, the head oC which 
at the time in question, and for a great 
many years, over twenty, I t h i n k , was 
an employe in -the San Franci :co mint. 
1 remember the house well. The old 
nullified suddenly -a.nd tho house was 
at once sold by Ms heirs. The 
new 


owner began tearing U down, intending 
replacing it w i t h a business structure. 
Ill digging away the lower wall's an 
Italian i--i.borer came upon a'gold ba.r 
hidde.il in the foundations. He cover- 
ed the bar up w5th earth and went, on 
digging", but soon unearthed so many 
other sect-ei°d bars that his find was 
discovered by three other men employ- 
ed w i l h him. They at once entered in- 
to a secret ejmpact to collect the bars 
themselves and inform no 
one 
else, 


especially the contractor and the owner 
of the great and 
unexpected wealth 


with which they had sn suddem'y be- 
comi- possfisseti. 


"The men were a.ll laborers, 'two be- 


Italians, 1 think. They were suc- 


cessful in getting the sold away from 
the premises 
unobserved by 
others. 


The first intimation that something of 
an unusual nature had happened to 
these four men 
was that they 
quit 


work for good and ana.de 
heavy 
in- 


vestments in real estate. Their pur- 
chases excited 
suspicion, as they all 


had been very poor men. 
To cut short 


a long story, however, lit was ascer- 
tained that they had lin fact found 
the 


gold, and they were, tinder legail ad- 
vice, converting it into other property 
to prevent the 
possible owner 
from 


laying claim to his original property. 


"In this way they wi-re all successful. 


In faot, luck appeared to be with them. 
No one came forward to claim the hid- 
den treasure for the very good rea- 
son, 
undoubtedly, that the only olher 


person on the fa.ce oC the earth who 
had known of its whereabouts was 
dead. One ma.n bought a 'ranch in -the 
contrail part oC the 
State for 
?70,000. 


The Italian living in Oakland bought a 
nne new house, .furmshed it luxurious- 
ly, paying $1,000 for a piano, and bought 
his wife an tmH'mlited quantity of dia- 
mond jewelry. 


"The old adag-e, however, that stolen 


gold brings to its possessor bad luck, 
in the end proved true. In less than 
five years the ranch owner was bank- 
rupt and the ranch had reverted to its 
original owners on foreclosure. 
The 


Italian lost all of hla property and 
re- 


turned to iive in the little cottage in 
North Oakland he had vacated for his 
fine house. The only thing" he preserv- 
ed to remind luim of his fleeting wealth 
was a Turkish rug -worth about $1,500, 
which he placed on the floor of the cot- 
tage and would not seill wh-en ail else 
had ffone. 


"The third man dissipated all of his 


wealth in fast living and gambling and 
died a pauper in a. hospital In Seattle. 
The career o-f the fourth man I cannot 
recall a.ceuTateiy, but I know that he, 
too, 
lost all! lie had. The ranch owner, 


by -the way, died a miserable death 
alone in a 
ca.b*in on the 
Sacramento 


river 'and was buried by the town, in 
the potter's field. 


"The gold, of course, tiid not right- 


fully belong to the man who secreted 
it in the Avails 'of the house. It .was 
s^ot'en from some one. a.nd II! it had 
been taken by Ihe man who .had for- 
merly owned Ihe house his heirs put 
In no claim for it for the reason -tlrat 
they knew it did n,ot rightfully belong 
to him. It. was considered improbable 
that any person 
other l.han he 
had 


secreted it. however, as he h;ad lived 
in the house for many years, had built 
it himself, it" my recollection'is correct. 


"Since he had been for so long an 


employe of the mint, the general, im- 
pression at the time was tlrat he had 
stolen the gold, a bar at a tjime, from 
the mint vaults, bringing it home when 
he quit work 'at nisht. While this ex-
